After being shown 
through the reception rooms and corridors 
by BohUerlifca looking men, we were placed 
In charge of a pleasant little lady in block, 
wko spoka French apd whose <rstiquestion 
was, ''Do you wish to ate the legitimate or 
Illegitimate chlldrenf" "Both," we I re- 
plied 
We were i mediately shown babies in 


tnch quanbfti H that it aeemed as thojagh 
there mast hare been a shower of them 
from the clouds 
We passed through 


building after building, and every fo^t of 
space aeemed to be covered by a baby 
At 
last we wen shown into tbe receiving 
rooib, who* we observed, sitting in a1 cir- 
cle, about fifty mothers, «ach holding a 
fresh baby- The average number taken in 
each day ia from sixty to seventy-five. 


As we entered tbe room "Next" waa 


called out—or a word which was the Rus- 
sian equnalent—and the first mothefr in 
line walked with her infant up to the 
desk. By the side of the desk stood an 
assistant, u bo took the baby, placed it 
upon a larjte pillow, and then proceeded at 
once to undress it, throwing its old cloth 
ing into a hnsket 
Afjter the last rag W re- 


moved it ig placed in fche hands of another 
assistant, whil pnt3 it on the scales I and 
calls out to the wonlan standing a&j the 
desk, who keeps the records, the exact 
weight of the child 
She also measures 


the cbfld—its height, hreadth, ci^cumfer 
ence of the head, eta 
A number on a card 


is given to the child* attached to a string 
which encircles its neck 


Tben this mite of flesh is wrapped in a 


napkin and banded to an assistant, who 
gives it a warm bath 
If it has not shown 
its lung power before it makes a display of 
it now Sobbing, dripping and screaming 
it conies from its bath and is handed to 
still aootber assistant, who, having wiped 
it dry, places it on top of a bundle of nap 
kins and wraps- it np 
At each fold of 


the napkiu we noticed tha sobs lessened 
and as the last tuck is made under its- tiny 
chin tbe last sob has died away, and the 
little tiling hes as tranquil, happy and 
no] seles* aa a sunbeam.

they have grown out of t&eir napkins they 
are shipped into the country to make room 
for fresh arrivals Some women deposit as 
many as three or four of their mfauta 
there It is beyond my comprehension 
how that great genius and powerful phi 
tosopher and teacher, Jean Jacques Ro-^ 
seau, could justify bis act 1^1 sending five 
of his children to a foundbng asylum

he and Therese conld do so, I suppose it is

After a little the special eObrt 
to hold open the valves ceases, and they 
Instinctively close again, shutting off the 
flow from cue reservoirs, and retaining in 
them any milk which mar not have passed 
oat. 
The habit of not "giving down" 
conilsts In shortening the time of this 're-

reservoirs to tbe teat* before the milk is 
all drawn.

Water Clocks of Oh>*o Time*. 


It appears that the Assyrians were the 


first people to divide the day into portions 
of time, also that they were the inventors 
of the clepsydra, or water clock the divi 
Bion of time and the invention both belong 
ing to a period too remote for precise cal- 
culation. All that we know of the history 
of the clepsydra is that the apparatus was 
in use at the* time of the overflow of the 
first Assyrian empire, B. C 759 
This water clock, the flrstf of the time 
keepers, was nothing more than a cylin- 
drical brass vessel capable of holding sev 
era! gallons of water 
At one aide there 
was a very small hole through which tbe 
water was allowed to trickle, something 
SfberJ.be fashion of the emptying of an 
hourglass. From experiments made on 
recently discovered clepsydras it is calcu 
lated that one would empty itself about 
once every two hours. Under the reign of 
Phul the royal palace of Nmevah, as well 
aa eacli of the principal district* of the 
city, possessed a water clock of the same 
«ze, shape and capacity They « ere Blied 
at a signal from the watclrmau ou the 
tower, who was stationed there to proclaim 
the moment of the ribing of the sun.
